COAL-REGION CRIMES. 


History of Twe Crimes Which Mave 
but Lately Come to Light. 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., Jan. 27.—[Spectal.]—This 
city is excited today overthe murder at West 
Nanticoke of James W. Macfaraine, a boss car- 
penter and buiider, and formerly Superintend- 
ent of No. 3 Breaker of the Susquehanna Coal 
Company, a man well and widely known. It 
appears that Thursday night be was assaulted 
on the bead with a billy in the hands of 4 person 
at present unknown, the result causing his 
death last night. The motive of the murderous 
assault appears to have been inspired by an in- 
timacy which had grown up for some time past 
between Macfarlane and the wife of Samuel 
Clauser, a night dispatcher on the Lackawanna 
& Bwomsburg Koa 
The excitement attendant upon the Macfar- 
lane murder was supplemented today by the 
discovery of the body of William Fiok, who bas 
been missing since the 26th of June last. He 
was a miner, and bis mysterious disappearance 
wap for a jong time tne subject of much com- 
ment. His friends and associates instituted the 
strictest search for Fink after his disappear- 
ance, which was continued for many weeks. 
No wotive for flight on bis part was known, and 
greatest anxiety bas been mapifested 
ever since to learn what had become of him. 
Today the secret was reached, and in a tergibiy 
Startling way. For many months work has u 
entirely suspended in a colliery at Nantico¥e, 
known as the Macfariane shatt, which was form- 
erly superintended by the Man who was mur- 
dered ip West Nanticoke on Thursday nigbt. 
Quite recently it was determined to renew work 
in the mine, and men have been employed ia re- 
airing the shaft. Today three miners ieaped 
nto a bucket for the purpose of descending into 
the colliery. When the bucket reached a dis- 
tance of ahout 20 feet from the, top 
a gbastly sight was reveated to the men by the 
dim glare of the —— carried in their hats.

The hegira to Jerusalem is a pretty aspira- 
tion, but the Jew will never go to 4 land 
where he cannot make a living. It has been 
urged that Palestine has a fertile soil and 
that agriculture would flourish there, but the 
Jews are not agriculturists, never have been, 
and never will be. It they were disposed to 
cultivate the soll, millions of acres of the 
richest land in the world can be had in this 
country: but are there any Jews in the vast 
waves of éutigtation which are yearly cross 
ing the Mississippi? Miss Lazarus’ view is 
a rather narrow one. She is so wrapped up 
in her sentimental dream that she does not 
make note of a greater movement that is at 
work in the midst of Judaism, which threat- 
ens to disintegrate its conservatism, to bring 
a large number of Jews, including the better 
class, into closet affiliation with nineteenth- 
century influendés, and 80 break down the 
bars of race and creed. Frances Power 
Oobbe, writing in the Contemporary. deals 
with the subject in a masterly manner, as 
will be seen by the following extract: 


If anything seemed fixed in the endless flux 
of oa s and religions, it was the hbaif-petri- 
fied religion of the Jew. The Jews have shown 
themselves the sturdiest of mank ind. but the iu- 
fluences brought to bear on them now are wholly 
different trom those which they met with such 
stubborn courage of old. Political amb 80

The writer of the above has clearly indi- 
eated the nature of the pressure which is 
now brought to bear upon the Jews. 80 
long as that pressure was purely a religious 
opposition, and often bitterly and cruelly 
fanatical, it is not strange that the Jew clung 
tenaciously to his religion, and fastened still 
stronger all the bonds of race. It was his 
only protection. But the influgnees have 
changed. It is the old stoty of the wind and 
the sun in their influence upon the traveler. 
What the Jew would not yieid to the winds 
of geligioug hatred he is yielding to the 
sun of ninéteenth-century science, thought, 


was entertained of the right of police officers 
to make arrests or serve warrants. Police- 
men will certainly be of small benefit to the 
community if they are denied these priv- 
ileges. Since the decision in question police-

In the absence of such authority municipal 
government loses one of its chief claims to 
populur support, and taxpayers who contrib- 
ute 2 per cent on the valuation of their prop- 
erty for the maintenance of the City Govern- 
ment will get but little for their money if the 
City policemen cannot protect life and prop- 
erty under the processes defined by law.

HARPER’S SALOON-LICENSE BILL. 

Representative Harper of Cook has intro- 
duced into the Legislature an important bill 
providing for a uniform license system in 
this State. It is understood to have been 
prepared under the supervision of the Cill- 
zens’ League of Chicago, and it will re 
ceive—possibly after some modification -i 
support of those in the Legislature whe are 
friendly to high Hcenses. 

The provisions of the bill are briefly as fol- 
lows: (1) Persons engaging in the liquor 
traffic must apply in writing to the proper 
authorities for a license not less than ten 
days previous to the issuance thereof; their 
application must set forth the name, age, res- 
idence, business place, and occupation of the 
applicant for two years beforé, and present 
the names of two persons as sureties with 
equally explicit déscriptions; the authorities 
are réguired to keep a register of such appli- 
eations, which shall always be open to public 
inspection. (2) A minimum fee of $500 is 
fixed for every license, but the town, village, 
or city authorities are empowered to charge 
a higher fee. (8) The authorities are also 
to consider any protests or objections made 
in writing to the issuing of licenses to appli- 
ecants,- and a license can be granted only 
after sugh authorities are fully satisfied of 
the good moral character of the person ap- 
plying: the licensee is further required to ex- 
écute a satisfactory bond to reimburse all 
persons suffermg damage from violations of 
the State laws against selling liquor to mi- 
nors, habitual drunkards, ete, (4) Convic- 
tion for crime during the license period is to 
work a forfeiture of all rights ana privileges 
which have been acquired, (5) It is made 
the duty of the authorities to revoke 
the license whenever it is made to 
appear tliat the saloon is aresort or head- 
quarters for disreputable men or women. 
(6) The penalty for sélling liquor without 
license is fixed ata fine vf not less than 
$1,000, or imprisonment for not less than 
sixty days, or both. (7) Violation of the 
State laws regulating the liquor traffic is to 
be followed by a revocation of license, and 
no license can be reissued to the offending 
parties. (8) The term of the license is fixed 
at one year. 

The conditions imposed by this bill are 
somewhat more stringent than have been 
urged generally, and it may be thought wise 
to modify them in some respects; but, on the 
whole, it will be better to start out in this 
business with a law which shall be sufficient- 
ly strict and comprehensive to enable the 
municipal authorities to enforce the collec- 
tion of the fee determined upon, and to com- 
pel the saloons to conform to all the require- 
ments of decency. No. distinction is made 
in the fees to be exacted from city and coun- 
try saloons, though the drift of the diseus 
sion heretofore has fixed upon $500 for the 
former and $900 for the latter. It has 
been ascertained that the bill is more 
Heir to receive the support of 
members representing the rural districts” 
if a uniform fee of $500 is adopted 
than if a smaller fee be fixed for the country 
saloons. The village and erossroads grog- 
shops are as great a curse to the agricultural 
djstritts as an excess of saloous is to the 
cities. ‘Lhere are villages in this State of 
not more than three or four hundred inhab- 
itants which have a dozen doggeries each. 
They breed loafers, encourage drunkenness, 
idleness, ahd la wlesness. There ix a uni- 
versal demand among regpectable people for 
a reduction of the number to the actual re- 
quirements of the drinking classes. One or 
*two saloons in a village of a few hundred peo- 
ple are ample to supply the bibulous needs 
of its inhabitants and those who come in from 
the country, and it is desirable that the II- 
doe fee shall be high enough to crowd the 


race first. We have seen Mendelssohn, 
Heino Spinoza, Disraeli, Cremieux, Gam- 
betta, and others drop away from the 
old conservative, petrified Judaigmto sway 
the region of poetry and philosophy and to 
manage the destinies of countries. What 
has happened to these men will happgn to 
others now that the opportunitiés are offered 
for the first time, and that their environments 
have changed, The lower classes, the more 
ignorant and fanatical, like those professing 
any other creed, and possibly a few of the 
sentimental dreamers of the Miss Lazarus 
school, will elm the longest to the old Ju- 
daism, but, unless all signs the rich and 
the learned, the leaders. of thought, of soci- 
ety, of commerce, and of politics, are setting 
their faces towards reform in Judaism. The 
day has passed when the Jews could have 
organized a Kingdom. Their power will be 
manitest in the locality and among the peo- 
ple where they reside. These are the signs. 


HIGH LICENSE IN Sr. LOUIS. 

We print this morning in full the text of 
the report of the grand jury for the City of 
St. Louis on the subject of saloons in that 
city, and the remedies for the evils resulting 
therefrom. 

St. Louls has but 1,800 saloons and a N- 
cense fee of something over $100 each, the 
revenue collected being $200,000 a year. In 
Chicago we have about 8,900 saloons, and the 
fee is $52 a year, and the annual revenue is 
about $200,000. Though the number of sa- 
loons in St. Louis is less than half of what it 
is in Chicago the evils of the institutions 
have become so positively alarming that the 
grand jury have appealed to the City Govern- 
ment of St. Louis and demanded «a large in- 
crease of the rate of license and other rigor- 
ous regulations, 

We invite an earnest reading of this report. 
The Chicago citizen can hardly fail to be im- 
pressed with the fact that substantially allits 
statements are as applicable to this city as to 
thé state of affairs in St. Louls. Thus, when 
it is said that 80 per eént of the crime and 
padperism comes, as effect follows cause, 
direetly from the saloons, and that sometimes 
thé Hine which separates the proprietors of 
these saloons from the desperate characters 
wito iufest them, “is so faint as to be almost 
unrecognized: that to them, as to their most 
congenial haunts, come the drones and 
. leeches of society; that in many of them the 

hoodlum gangs concoct schemes by which 
idle youths not yet criminals are initiated 
into the ways of vice; that from some of the 
worst sally forth on their maranding missions 
the midnight bummers aud burglars, who 
return in the small hoursef the night, often 
with their booty, to thé still open saloon, 
where they 4nd a certain welcome, and no 
inconsiderable measure of protection,“ the 
Chleaso réader may well suppose that the 
foreman the St. Louis grand jury had in 
his mint various districts in this city which 
are uter special Aldermanic protection. 
The grand jury, considering the immense 
-expenditure of public revenue growing out 
of:the complicated machinery for the arrest 
and punishment of criminals, assume that 
che reduction of the number of the notorious 
birthplaces and agencies of crime can be 
surely only a measure of business prudence. 
Therefore, it is proposed that the license fee

compel the keepers.to adopt some more 
useful ealling, ‘The seutiment and interests 
of the country districts must be considered 
equally with those of the cities. 

An effort was made in the Legislature to 
have this bill referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, because there is a want of contidence 
in the sincerity of the License Committee, 
but it failed. Ine License Committee, how- 
ever, will not be able te evade the respousi- 
bility placed upon it. Its -Chairman—Par- 
ker, of Cookis.in full sympathy with the 
people on this question, and will not permit 
the committee to defeat or embarrass the 
movement. The committee, moreover, Is the 
creature ot the Legislature, and may be called 
to account it it shall evince a disposition to 
retard the desired legisiation.

the State has now the power to permanently 
dispose of the whole temperance question. 
A high license fixing $500 as the fee for 
keeping a saloon will, by the abolition of the 
greater evils of the liquor traffic, prove more 
effective than prohibition. It will interfere 
with no vested rights or privileges. It will 
appeal to the good sense of all ela ses of 
people, and will have the cordial support of 
large numbers of those engaged in the traffic. 
It will enable local Governments to break 
up the criminal haunts and resorts which are 
maintained under the pretense of being sa- 
loons. It will enable the city to maintain a 
sufficient and effective police, and lead to the 
improvement of public order and decency, 
and to additional! safety of life and property,

ADULTERATED TEAS. | 

It is cheering intelligence that while so 
many frauds are tolerated or condoned by 
the present Congress in the way of imposi- 
tions upon and absolute robberies of the peo- 
ple, the Ways and Means Committee have 
had courage enough to report a bill in the 
House, which has also been introduced in 
the Senate, alming to prevent the frauds of 
dishonest dealers at home and abroad in 
teas. The general purpose ‘of the bill is to 
prevent the importation of adulterated teas 
altogether. The bill, which was unanimous- 
ly agreed upon by the committee, makes it 
unlawful tor any persons or corporation to 
bring into the United States “any merchan- 
dise for sale as tea adulterated with spurious 
leaf, or with exhausted leaves, or which con- 
tains so great an admixture of chemicals or 
Other deleterious substances as to make it 
unfit for use.” It requires the importer or 
consignee to give bonds to the Collector of 
the Port that his teas shall not be re 
moved from the custom-house until they 
have been examined as to their quality. 
The consignee is granted every protection 
for his merchandise.. If it is found to be of 
good quality it will be released at once. If 
not the consignee is notified that he may call 
for a reéxamination. In case of any dispute 
the matter will be referred for arbitration to 
a committee of three experts, one to be 
chosen by the consignee, one by the Col- 
lector, the third to be chosen by these two, 
and it they declare that it comes within the 
prohibitions of the act the consignee must 
give a bond to the Collector to export it out 
of the United States within six months. If 
this is not done within the specified time the 
Collector will destroy the stuff. 

Ot all the various methods of swindling 
the people of the United States the tea fraud 
has perhaps been the worst, at least so far 
as articles of table consumption are con- 
cerned, and during the past six years its 
evil has reached huge dimensions. In 
1876 Great Britain prohibited the im- 
portation of this class of teas, and France 
did the same afew years ago. The result 
has been that the bulk of this dirty, adulte- 
rated stuff has found its way to thig country, 
and has been picked up largely by a class of 
dealers who have no consciencé, because 
they can buy it for almost nothing and thus 
compete with the dealers in the cheap grades 
ot teas at a handsome profit The spurious 
stuff has been sent here in enormous quanti- 
ties. It is bought by jobbers at auction at 
four or five cents a pound, and is then peddled 
out to retail dealers, who work it off with the 
helpef cheap chromosand cheaper crockery, 
which are hardly leas vile than the original 
rubbish, at apparently low rates, though at 
& large profit. 

No people in the world have been so im- 
posed upon as the American in this matter 
of teas—we might say in the matter of every- 
thing else that they eat, drink, wear, or use. 
The Chinaman at one end of the route is in 
league with the importer, the jobber, the 
wholesaler, and the retailer at this end to de- 
fraudthem. They cheat in quality, in quan- 
tity, in price. The bill will go far to protect 
consumers. It will at least secure pure teas 
up to the time they reach the importer in this 
country. Itisa pity that it does net also 
reach the frauds that are practiced upon teas 
after they reach herein the process of re 
packing. If, in addition to this, some menas- 
ure could be devised which would compel 
retailers to be content with something less 
than 50 or 78 per cent profit, the people 
might expect to get a good articie of tea ata 
reasonable price, and the dealer could Still 
pocket a handsome profit. But if we can get 
pure, wholesome tea at any price it is a great 
point gained, and when this is accomplished 
itmay induce our legislators to strike at 
some of the other dirty rubbish which is im-

THE BURDENS OF INDIA. 

The London Spectator sees a danger to 
England looming up ia IndM, though every- 
thing there is at peace now. All the frontier 
disputes are settled, the budget of the next 
year will bea fair one, trade is incressing, 
the trading class is becoming enriched, and 
there is no local insurrection in that vast 
empire of 250,000,000 people, and yet the same 
trouble which exists in Ireland, which 
brought about the Egyptian war, which in 
Russia omtnously threatens the Czar and en- 
courages Nihilism, is constantly increasing 
in India, and has now reached such dimen- 
sions that it has seriously alarmed the official 
classes, and has given rise to the apprehen- 
sion that sooner or later it will come to a 
head in insurrection. 

This danger arises from the condition of 
the cultivators of the soil, and the rule is 
just as true in India as it is in any other 


the entire population. Reports from some 
of the provinces show that this condition is 
critical in the extreme, and that the indian 
farmers are worse off thau the Irish farmers. 
In Bengal, which is “the mainstay of Brit 
ish sovereignty,“ says. the Spectator, tlie 
increase in-the numbers of the people, the 
consequent competition for land, and the en- 
hancement of rent by landlords, have all 
become 80 great that the responsible officials 
are suggesting changes far more radical 
than the Irish Land law.“ All the good 
land in Bengal has been absorbed and the 
population increases so rapidly that only 
one-third of its people are comfortably off. 
One-third is just struggling for existence, 
and the ftemaining third is on the 
verge of either famine or bankruptey. 
It is stated that there are many millions of 


people in Bengal who could not stand up

as has happened in Russia. Some effort has 
been made to remedy this in a measure by 
restricting their power to collect old debts, 
but even Money-lenders’ rights, oppressive 
as they may be, cannot be entirely confis- 
eated.

WHY THE LAW MUST GROW. 

The introduction into the IIIinois Legisla- 
ture of a bill for the regulation of primary 
elections is interesting for more than the con- 
tents of the measure itself, though it is a 
good one. It is a movement in step with 
others in various parts of the country to 
bring the rights of a citizen in his party 
within the protection of the law. It is an il- 
Iustration, beyond this, of the coralline 
growth by which the law extends itself to 
cover the new rights that are constantly aris- 
ing in the new relations of modern life. 

Perhaps never before in the history of the 
world were there so many new territories of 
rights to be surveyed and platted by the law. 
The actual world is always ahead of the 
legal world, inasmuch as the law is not a 
revelation. and lawgivers—ours at least—are 
not prophets. When there were no corpora- 
tions there was no corporation law. ‘The 
earliest Romau law knew but one crime—that 
of theft, The modern party with its com- 
plicated organization is a new phenomenon in 
the social world. Like the Stock Exchange 
and the Produce Exchange it has created a 
vast number of new relations between the 
men who are its members, and between them 
and the rest of the community, which the 
law has not yet brought under its control. 
The law has removed the combat between 
the murderer and the kindred of his vietim 
from the fields to the courts. It has not yet 
thus civilized the struggle between the cor- 
nerers and the consumers of food, nor that 
between the voters and the bosses: of a 
party. 

In this country the preparation, printing, 
and distribution of election-ballots, which in 
Great Britain is attended to by the Govern- 
ment, is left to the party leaders. These in- 
genious gentlemen have resorted to a great 
variety of devices to get the advantage of 
their enemies, whether in their party or in 
the opposition. Much talent has been spent 
on means to prevent the independent vuter 


| from scratching. In Connecticut the Demo- 


crats took to printing their ballots so that the 
tickets were all black exeept the names, 
which were left in white. In Mississippi 
the whites have adopted the most intricate 
regulations for votme, so as to snare the 
blacks, whose uncomplicated minds could 
not thread much of a maze.

“The attorney says something about fraud

“If it be true, as sworn to,-that they have 
no franchises in this State, it is difficult to 
understand how d franchise granted to any 
other curporation by the State could be 
fraudulent to the New York company.”

BEHIND THE AGE. 


No Place in Chicago Where a Lady Can 
Bent a Party Dress—Superior Facili- 
tles Enjoyed by Men. 

Some days ago a correspondent asked 
whether it was possible for a lady to rent a 
full-dress toilet in Chicago, as could be done 
in London, Paris, and other European cities, 
The correspondent suggested that ladies ac- 
customed to go out in society should be 
able to borrow a dress “ for this occasion 
only,” as she might find it awkward always 
to have an elaborate tollet on hand to wear 
when some friend entered the bonds of wed- 
lock or gave a reception. It is quite well 
known that gentlemen can rent dress suits 
at several of the retail clothing houses, and 
it appears strange that Chicago’s numerous 
dry-goods houses should not accommodate 
their lady customers in a similar manner. 

A representative of this paper called the 
otner day on several of the managers of 
“ suit departments in the large dry-goods 
houses and asked if they ever rented toilets 
to ladies for “one consecutive night,” as the 
clothiers did to representatives of the sterner 
sex. Said one of these gentlemen: No. we 
do not do that, and I think you will find that 
no dry-goods houses here do. It would not 
pay, and you ean readily understand that 
one lady would have some delicacy in array- 
ing herself in finery that had been probably 
worn the week before by another lady. Be- 
sides, fine dresses are easily soiled or torn 
by unlooked-for accidents, and bat few 
ladies would care.to run the risk of forfeit- 
ing the price of the dress for the privilege of 
wearing it for one evening.” 

The reporter toiled wearily up the stairs 
of another dry-goods house befare he discov- 
ered that there was an elevator in the piace, 
and found the manager of the suit de-

** Most assuredly not, sir,” he said, with a 
magnificent curl of the lip.

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A Lecture by Prof. Bierbower on 
** Misgovernment in Large 
Cities.’’ 


Prof. Austin Bierbower lectured before 
the Philosophical Society last evening on 
“ Misgovernment in Large Cities.” 

Misgzovernment, he said, was as necessary 
as government, and attempting its remedy 
seemed like fighting against necessity. The 
first problem in providing for government 
was to provide against its deterioration. 
How little coald its effect be reduced to? 
the question of prevention where avoidable 
and of mitigation where inevitable. It wasa 
singular fact that Americans had given more 
time to govern the rulers than to gov- 
ern the ruled. It had been necessary to 
provide against government; to give power 
to officials-.and to keep them from using 
power. Government being by the rulers 
must also be of the rulers, lest it be for the 
rulers. The greatest problems of current 
politics were accordingly how to manage the 
managers, not how to manage the people. 
lt was how to correct abuses in office, how 
to prevent fraud, how to suppress rings, and 
to break up the machinery for self-suc- 
cession. 

For municipal misgovernment there were 
special reasons. Our whole city life was 
founded partly in fraud. The people, as a 

lived in iti off one an- 
Instead 
thmg, they merely handed back and 
forth what was produced in the — and 
this productless life extended naturally to 
public interests. People rush to the cities to 
et rid of work, are of two classes: 
those who do something — and those 
who do something damagmg— or beats and 
criminals; the fifst getting their livelihood 
by persuading somebed that their worth- 
lesness is valuable, and the rest getting some- 
body’s money without such persuasién— 
processes so much alike that to obtuse mor- 
alists there was no difference, This being 
the form and morale of city life, its 
essential dishonesty, or lack of gu pro quo 
in business, naturally induced dishonesty or 
wider relaxness. From cheating one an- 
other in business it was only a grateful step 
to cheat the whole Government, and from 
mak a raid on one’s neighbor’s cash-box 
to making araid on the public Treasurer. 
Private dishonesty was thus followed by 
publie dishonesty, and business forms of 
theft by official forms, until the inherent dis- 
honesty of city life found expression in 
every shape of municipal misgovernment. 

Much of our wisgovernment evidently 
came from incapacity as well as corruption, 
but such 

A LOW DEGREE OF INCAPACITY 
that it bordered on corruption. Being rep- 
resentative, it simply expresses its constitu- 
ency, which is as largely ignorant as crim- 
inal; the same system which sent s0 many 
dishonest men into power sending, as part of 
= same process, as many impotent ones 
ere. 

After enumerating the achievements of in- 
competency in this city he went on to speak 
of those of dishonesty.

E. B. WASHBURNE. 

The following is the reply of the Hon. R. B. 
Washbburae to the letter sent him by the French 
citizens of Chicago notifying bim of their inten- 
tion to assist In the erection of A monument to 
the memory of Leon Gambetta: 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Jan. 23, 1883.~—Mr. A. 8. 
Lorendal— DEA Bin: I have this day received

that the French colony of Chicago has resolved 
to regder the last Bomage to the memory of 
Leon Gambetta by associati itself with the 
movement to erecta monumént to the memory 
of the illustrions dead. I des to Unite myself 
with the Cagadians, the Belyians, the Swiss, and 
the French, who constitute .“ La Calonie Fran- 

“ accomplishment of the genecous 
and patroitic purpose. I have the honor. there- 
fore, to return the suGecription ust, to which I 
have the pleasure of appending my name. 

I wish to express allthe gratification 1 feel at 

‘taken in to Gambetta by the 
French-speaking people of our grand city. 
is werthy of these and of the iliustrious French- 
man whose sudden death das caused grief to 
many bearts throughout the civilized world. It 
was in the ompitme moments of the year 1882—a 
year 80 full of ead events—that Léon Gambetta 
yielded up great life. In bis humpbie cottage 
Les Jardies, at Ville d’Avray, au insignificant 
suburb of Paris, stretebed on an iron 
cot, iu a plainly furnished room, surrounded by 
beart-stricken friends, the Great Tribune of the 
Republic died. Ing brief career of thirteen 
years such was his ability, his statesmanship, 
his patriotism, his services to the Kepublic, his 
undying love for France, and his matchless 
eloguenes, be bas been able to chain bis name 
forall coming time to the history of bis coun- 
try. How becoming, therefore, that not only all 
Frenchmen, but all those who speak that beauti- 
ful language of which he was such a master, 
should honor his memory.

The only re- 
mark attributed to the Marquis beyond the 
usual courtesies was one in which he ex- 
pressed surprise at the long hours of the 
Senate, which is now sitting from 11 o’clock 
a. m. to 6 o’clock p. m. 

The President gave a dinner this evening 
to the Marquis of Lorne. The table was laid 
for thirty-two in the State dining-room. 
Along the centre in gold and silver baskets 
were the most exquisit flowers, from 
the dainty lily of the valley 
to the queens of the garden- 
roses of all kinds. Seven glasses, which 
seems to be the official rule, stood by each 
plate. Smilax hung in graceful festoons 
from the chandeliers. In the East Room, 
where President Arthur, Mrs. McElroy, 
and Miss McElroy received their 
guests, the decorations were beautiful.

DR. BEARD. 

Dr. George M. Beard, who expected to par- 
ticipate in the Montreal carnival this week, 
and this very day to enjoy the honor ofa re- 
ception at the hands of the scientific men of 
the Dominion, is dead, and his body awaits 
burial in Andover on Saturday. He wasa 
remarkable man—remarkabie in his death as 
in his life. “lam a dying man,” he fre- 
quently said during the four days of his ill- 
ness. Having the privilege of his intimate 
friendship, 1 was with him the last day of his 
lite. Behold a prostrate philosopher,” he 
said, smiling; “you will never see me after 
today.” . His mind was clear to the last mo- 
ment, though he was in great pain. He gave 
specific injunctions in regard to his family, 
his property, and his literary work. in de- 
lief he was a materialist, and he looked on 
life and death from a scientific point of view. 
„What an interesting and curious experi- 
ence this is!” he exclaimed. “I wish my 
thoughts and feelings now could be taken 
down for the benefit of science the chronicle 
of a dying man. It would be of real value.“ 
He referred often to tne strange phenomena 
of dissolution ; signed some checks for money 
they would want after his death ; then calmly 
asked an attendant to spread a cloth on his 
face, which being done, he said “ -by, 
and died. 

Dr. Beard v= 4 — — N 
student and invest r, and many o 
books were so novel and bold that they 
seemed a challenge to the whole scientific 
world.

The last week has been an uneventful one 
in the Chicago real-estate market, the same 
as several that have preceded it, but there is 
an increased activity on every side that 
promises soon to bear good fruit. Real- 
estate dealers are perhaps the most de- 
spondent class of people in the world if they 
have cause, and they are correspondingly 
buoyant when good cause is presented; but 
they are seldom or ever wild in their esti- 
mates when no boom of a particular kind of 
property is to be made, and their opin- 
jons on the general state of the mar 
ket are nearly always of value. 
For the purpose of obtaining the views of 
well- posted dealers upon the prospective city 
market, a TumUxx reporter yesterday after- 
noon visited several gentlemen and con- 
versed with them on the subject. 

„What do you think of the outlook for the 
spring trade? asked the reporter of a prom 
inent dealer whose views are usually con- 


sidered of value. . 
„ Well, 1 have looked the ground over 
pretty thoroughly, I think, and I have come 
to the conclusion that Chicago real-estate 
dealers will enjoy the very best trade this 
spring that they have ever had. And my 
reason for this belief I deem good. In the 
first place, real estate in this city has long 
been too cheap, and today it is much lower 
than in any other large city in the country. 
This fact has but recently dawned upon the 
minds of holders of property, and until now 
they have made but a very feeble effort to 
advance prices. The time has arrived, how- 
ever, when they are able to hold for fair 
rices, and the result is that business, so far 
as actual transfers are concerned, is dull. 
But a couple of months will show us a better 
condition of things than we have ever 
dreamed of. In fact, while we have wit- 
nessed aconsiderable advance in property 
within the last few years, we have not seen 
a respectable price paid for any kind of real 
estate since the fire. Realty has not advanced 
since the good times came, and I ean teil 
ou that a great deal of valuabie 
me has been lost by holders of 
pe on account of their backwardness 
— 1 prices. Lou can pre- 
dict for me, through the columus of your 
paper, the liveliest business and the best 
during the coming year that have ever 
n known in Chicago; also unless a 
terribie revulsion occurs, real estate in Chi- 
will never be lower than at present.“ 
other dealer who was willing to com- 
municate his opinion said there was more 
realy money that was seeking investment in 
real estate in Chicago than he had ever seen, 
and he had no doubt there would be very 
great activity in the market through- 
out the year. The fact that owners 
were becoming firmer in their views 
and that buyers were constantly increasing 
could but result in the conclusion that a great 
many sales at good would be made. 
At present, however, hands were en- 
gaged in negotiations, and very few actual 
transactions of importance would occur for 
tome time. Referring to the prices of real 
estate he with the other gentleman 
seen that y were too low, and that they 
would 2 advance through the season. 
It was e that rices had gradually in- 
creased for sev years. but they had not 
treached that point that the location of 
city and its prospects warranted.

The St. Louis Grand Jurors Strongly 
Urgea High-License Check on Liquor 
Selling—A Law Recommended Which 
Will **Obliterate Low Dogeeries and 
Hoodium Dens” and Reduce the 
Number of Saloons Two-Thirds.” 

Sr. urs, Jan. W. — The grand jurors 
made a report yesterday upon the saloon 
question, and used such strong language as 
will insure for their views very general read- 
ing: 

Tothe Hon. Garrett 8. Van Wagoner, Judge of 
the St. Lowis Criminal Court—Sitr: The grand 
jury now sitting desire to submit a special re- 
port upon one subject referred to them ia your 
charge—to wit: the city dramshops. We have 
taken a large amount of testimony in regard to 
the relation of these institutions both to the ex- 
——— and to the revenues of this city. 

© witnesses summoned were those who, by 

their actual and necessary identitication with 
these matters, would give us the most indisput- 
abie facts and intelligent opinions thereunto 
concerning, as far removed as possible from 
mere assumption or prejudice. The concur- 
rence of all the witnesses in the main features 
of the testimony so taken has been equally sur- 
prising and convincing. It wouid be manifestly 
improper and would serve no useful purpose to 
quote the details of the testimony, but it has 
been abundantly shown us by incontestabie 
proofs that at least 80 per cent of the crime and 
pauperism of this city comes directiy from the 
Saloons. as effect foliows cause; that in some 
cases the line of separation between the propri- 
etors of these establishments and the desperate 
characters who infest them isso faint as to be 
almost unrecognized; that to thew), as to their 
most congeniai haunts, come the 


DRONES AND LEECHES OF SOCIETY; 


that in many of them the boodlum gangs con- 
coct schemes by which idle youths, not yet crim- 
mals, are initiated into the ways of vice; that 
from some of the worst sally forth on their ma- 
rauding mission the midnight bummers and 
burglars, who return in the small hours of the 
night, often with their booty, to the still open 
Hoon, where they find a certain welcome and 
no inconsiderable measure of protection; that 
the cost of merely policing the lower grade of 
these dens is manifold greater than revenue 
derived from them in any soaps, and this apart 
from their immensely prepouderating contribu- 
tion to the direct catalog of crime and misery 
with which the social compact in St. Louis is 
burdened and afflicted. This, too, in a city 
wbose real property and whose business enter- 
prises are taxed almost beyond endurance to 
provide a revenue which is, in a large ‘degree, 
rendered so conspicuously insufficient by the 
causes to which wo have referred. The mem- 
bers of the grand jury would be unfaithful 
to their deliberate judgment, to their oaths, 
and, with their present light, to their duty as 
citizens, if they did not at this time declare 
their unbiased conviction that in this city there 
is today no subject which so immediately and 
imperatively demands the earnest consideration 
and action of the respousible tax-paying com- 
munity as does this one now under considera- 
tion. Toreduce to reasonable proportions the 
enormous @xpenditure involved in our compli- 
cated machinery for the arrest and vunishment 
of criminals by simply reducing many of the 
NOTORIOUS BIRTHPLACES 


and agencies of crime is surely only a measure 
of business prudence. To provide at once a 
most needful increase of revenue by larger de- 
mands upon those sources of revenue which, 
with no oppression of any lawful iuaterest, will 
most easily bear them ts surely —_ a measure 
of ordinary business sagacity. e therefore 
recommend for this city what is elsewhere ben- 
eficially in operation and known as digh li- 
cense,”’ and we indicate as suitable a minimum 
city-license fee of $1,000 for each liquor saloon 
and $500 for each saloon where only wine and 
beer are sold, with the abolition of ali minor 
fees and privileges. 

We do not deem it important to adduce argu- 
ments in favor of the foregoing recommenda- 
tion. With any — — endeavor to react the 
whole truth we believe all right-thinking citi- 
zens will be convinced, as we are, of the practi- 
cal wisdom of such a measure. 

It —— — that under a digu-license law, 
4 y eoforced, one- alf of the 1,800 saloons 

7 city would disappear; but enough would 
remain to convenientiy accommodate those of 
our citizens who are bibulousliy inclined. Most 
of the low doggeries and hoodlum dens would 
be obliterated, and the respectability of the sa- 
loonkeepers obtaining license would disclose a 
higher average. 

present revenue from the saloons is about 
.000 per annum. It is idle to speculate upon 
possibilities under such a law as is proposed, but 
it is evident that, with effective bigh license, as 
is recommended, the number of saloons now 
running may be 
REDUCED TWO-THIRDS, 


and the city stili secure erg or quite double 
tho amountof income that at preseut ob- 
taided from this source. 

A further tnucrease of revenue might be gained 
undoubtedly by fixing the minimum license as 
before suggested, and then, under all the re- 
strictions that are requisit in any case, offering 
the privilege to competition. If this is done the 
number of saloons should be limited to two on a 
block where the block contains a hotelof the 
first class—to-wit: a hotel accommodating at 
least 100 guests in separate rooms, and to oue ou 
a block elsewbere. 

It may not detract from the force of our rec- 
ommendations to say some of the most reputa- 
bie sailoonkeepers and a considerable number of 
liquordeaiers are themselves in favor of a much 
higher license, and in some instances put tae 
figures they would be glad to see adopted above 
those suggested in this report. 

As a result of our comprebensive inquiry we 
also recommend: 

1. That petitions by the residents of a block 
for the granting of any license shall be made 
only on uniform bianks furnished oy the city: 
that the date of signature with his residence- 
address be affixed by each titioner; that to 
this requirement be added in like form the con- 
sent of a majority of the residents occupy!

That it be made the duty of the Collector 
to enforce in all particulars aii jaws and or- 
dinances relating to dramshops; that be have 
pone to call to bis aid any agencies provided 
by the city for the arrest, prosecution, and pun- 
ishment of malefactors; that tis refusal or neog- 
lect to do this, when his attention ia directed to 
any violation of the law by any citizen or of- 
ficer, should subject bim to trial in the civil

Rebellious Stomachs Protest Against 
the Filth of the First Tene- 
ment House. 


The Gulde Braces Them Up with the 
Assurance that the Worst Is 
to Come.

Frederick Bauman, G. P. Randall, and 
Arthur C. Ducat constitute the Standing 
Committee of the Citizens’ Association on 
* Tenement Houses and the Moral Condition 
of Their Inmates.” Yesterday afternoon 
Messrs. Randall and Bauman, of the commit- 
tee, accompanied by a Sanitary Inspector of 
the South Side and a Tumor reporter, 
made their first official visit. Mr. Ducat, the 
third member of the committee, expected to 
accompany his associates, but was prevented 
by an imperative business engagement. The 
committee, at the suggeetion of the lnspect- 
or, concluded to visit “Cheyenne,” the Ital- 
len quarter of the city, on Clark street, be- 
tween Taylor and Twelfth. The Italians 
have settled on the east side of the street. The 
houses they oecupy are mostly frame shanties 
belonging to wealthy men like C. Robinson 
and C. L. Jenks. Occasionally a brick 
structure is met with, but it is generally 
found in a dilapidated condition. Many of 
the shanties have been moved to South Clark 
street from State and other streets, and were 
bought by their present owners 

FOR A SONG, 
They command high rents and have none of 
the modern conveniences. Unfortunately 
there is no ordinance by which the city can 
compel the wealthy owners of these shanties 
to tear them down. That they should be ex- 
terminated will be patent to every reader of 
Tue TRIBUNE who peruses this article. Last 
‘winter most of the basements in the filthy 
rookeries were cleaned out by the Sanitary 
Inspector. This-year they are filled again— 
overcrowded worse Ahan last year. The 
sanitary authorities have realized that 
they should de. disinfected, but have waited, 
not daring Ao tu occupants out during 
such cold weather. The overcrowding has 
been occasioned by the enormous immigra- 
tion. People who find work here are not 
able to find decent places to live in, and the 
poorest of the poor in this community pay 
the highest rent in proportion to the accom- 


modations they get. 
The committee from the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion paid 


THEIR FIRST VISIT 
yesterday afternoon to the two-story build- 
ing Nos. 561 and 568 South Clark street. En- 
tering a small room on the ground floor 
they found eleven men, two women, 
children. Although there 
are low board partitions, making four 
subdivisions or pens, there is prac 
tically but one apartment. These eighteen 
Italians eat, sleep, — wash, and live in a 
space fifteen by twenty-five feet. The room 
is sadly in need of repairs, but the owner

the property brings him an enormous rental. 
The plaster has fallen in many 2 
when the visitors entered yesterday a huge 
piece of plaster was on the stove- 


pipe. 

“This is quite respectable,“ said the In- 
spector: come upstairs.” 

Imagine two rooms, one nine by fifteen 
feet and the other seven by eight. These apart- 
ments, separated only by a low partition, fur- 
nish the home life” ot two families with 
five children. Everything about the rooms 
suggests filth, decay, rotten ness, and ruin. 
The melting snow soaks through the laths, 
from which the plaster has long since partied 
company. The rooms are warmed by one 
little stove, 

RATS FROLIC IN THE SIDE WALLS, 
and the only food for the nine persons here 
living is cheese—rank-smelling cheese bought 
for nine cents per pound. 

The visitors step out into the hall and into 
one of the front rooms on the second floor. 
Here are six men, two women, and four boys. 
In the rear is a dingy apartment from which 
issues a stifling odor, ntering it one sees 
two repulsive-looking mounds, the beds of 
the family. Suspended from ropes stretched 
above these beds is the week’s washing of all 
the tenants. The clothes dry slowly, for the 
water percolates the plaster. The Italian in- 
terpreter with the committee converses with 
some of the occupants, and then turns to the 
visitors with the exclamation: 

They say there are so many of them they 
cannot keep clean.“ 

But a more revolting spectacle is in store 
for the gentlemen of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion. The inspector, who has been over the 
ground many times before, pilots the part 
to a damp dirty basement under build- 
ing No. 563. Mr. Bauman measures the 
room and says it is thirty | eighteen, and 
is scarcely seven feet high. It is six feet be- 
low the street, 

THE STENCH IS MOST OFFENSIVE. 
The interpreter leads the way to the water- 
closet, which is under the sidewalk,and which 
suffices for the — occupants of the south 
section of the block. There is no running 
water there now, and the sightand stench 
may be imagined. . 

In a rear basement, fifteen by fifteen, the 
committee found three men anda boy. The 
apartment had a moldy smell and the boards 
on the floor were saturated with the Water 
which had leaked down or-had been kept 
in the cellar owing to deficient drain- 
age. In the adjoin basement 
some rag-pickers were found. Here the com- 
mittee halted only the briefest moment. The 
rags in stock were damp and foul with every 
imaginable species of filthy deposit. They 
had been freshly fished from the rubbish- 
barrels which stand in the alleys of the city. 
In front of the rag-shop is a room 16x25 Con- 
taining three beds. For the use of this room 
the occupants pay a monthly rental of $10. 
To describe these apartments in detail is not 
the purpose of this article. Filth, squalor, 
and every shade and grade of human misery 
are here to be traced. 

„Our city authorities should not allow 
this,.“ was the observation of Mr. Bauman as 
the visitors found the sidewalk and obtained 
the first whiff of pure air. 

The Inspector, a quiet man, gazed up in 
surprise as he remarked, | 

“ THIS IS NOTHING.” 


He climbed to the second floor of No. 561, 
finding two rooms, each 12 by 12. There was 
no natural light for the rear room. In these 
dens live nine men, two women, and two 
children. All told there are six beds. The 
purtition between the rooms is made with 
wooden slats nailed up about eight inches 
apart, making simply a rude fence. There 
are four small rear rooms, the largest 10 by 14. 
Here twelve men, two women, and three 
children make their home. The rain comes 
through the rotting plaster. 

„Won't the landlord tix this?’ asks the 
interpreter. 

O; he will not pay a cent.” 

„The other day,” interrupts one of the 
Italians present, “I paid a man a dollar and 
a half to fix the water-closet under the 
sidewalk. The landlord would not allow me 
one cent.“ 

* And he will not buy us keys to lock our 
doors,” said another tenant.

North of this tenement are two just like it. 
One hydrant in the yard supplies water for 
all the families in the three houses. The 
water-closet is in the little yard in the rear. 
It is not drained, and the deposits there have 
accumulated until the spectacie is revolting 
in the extreme. Between the water-closet 
and the main building is a long. low shed. 
The rvokery was originally intended for a 
coal storehouse. In one room in thig shed the 
committee found three men, three women, 
three children, and three cradles. All of the 
inmates were crouched around the stove, ex- 
cept one of the men, who was cutting up the 
lights ofa cow slaughtered yesterday. He 
was slicing and chopping them very fine, and 
intended to work them up into lin 2 
This was the worst yet encountered. Nine 
persons lived in a single apartment 12x20 
only six feet high. The ceiling was of plain 

many half-rotten, and of course the 
water had easy access. 

Back of one of the shan owned by C. L. 
Jenks is a tumble-down air which has 
been a chleken- coop. It has a window of 
three panes of glass. It is damp and revk- 
ing with filth, but two families with their 
children call this coob home, and, worst of 
all, pay $6 monthly in advance for the privi- 
lege. The children here aresickly, and their 
wan little faces appealed touchingly to all.

That the petitioner ba’ built and completed its 
railroad into Chicago, and terminated the same 
at Twelfth street, where a passenger depot has 
been erected, and constructed tracks, stations. 
ete., sullicientiy extensive to accommodate 
the busivess of five or more railroad 
com panies, —— many thousands of miles 
in all directions; and that the petitioner has 
been granted a lease for 999 years of the tracks, 
warehouses, appurtenances, and terminal facili- 
ties, and then leased to another road for the 
same length of time, as appears from the pub- 
lic records of Cook County. 

That the vetitioner has no right to commence 
and prosecute in its own name this proceeding, 
and that the several railroad companies occupy- 
ing and controlimg the right of way are not 
made parties to the proceeding, nor are their 
names set forth in said petition. 

That the petition in this case is part of a great 
scheme of private speculation, as disciosed by 
the records and files of this court on the part of 
said petitioner, by which the said petitioner is 
now attempting to condemn and 37 to 
its use, tor the pretended purpose of construct -

of Chicago had by its Common 
Council pa an ordinance March 16, 1882. for 
the opening of Dearborn street from Jacksen 
to Taylor, and that said Dearborn street will be 
about midway between Tbird and Fourth av- 
enues. 

That the locality in which the petitioner 
claims to desire to construct its pretended line 
of railroad renders it evident that the business 
interests of the country do not reguire the 
granting of said petition, but rather that the 
city and the public generally would be dam- 
aged by the allowance of the prayer, and that 
the hundreds of property-owners in the vicinity 
would be pt to great trouble and expense 
when no public necessity existed therefor.

The Present Condition of the Denver & 
Rio Grande Railway. 

The interest in the condition of the Denver & 
Rio Grande Railroad has been increased during 
the last few day? by the arrival in this country 
of representatives of European stuckholders, 
who were desirous of investigating into its exact 
eondition. 

The attacks which have been made upon the 
road by Gould bave had the effect to seriously 
depreciate the vaiue of its securities. 

A reporter called on Mr. F. C. Nims, Generai 
Passenger and Ticket Agent of the Denver & 
Rio Grande, who isin Chicago tor a few days, 
and interviewed him in regard to the condition 
of his road. 

Mr. Nimes stated that the attacks above re- 
ferred to were inspired by Jay Gould. Three 
years ago Gould owned one-third of the stock 
of the road and wasa Director. He subsequeat- 
ly seid out, and when the next election came 
around was not reéliected. Besides, Mr. Gould 
has made several efforts to get control of the 
road. Being defeated in bis movements, he 
seemed to be desirous of doing the rvad 

ALL THE INJURY HE COULD. 

The present condition of the road, Mr. Nims 
said, is first-class. On Jan. 1, 1883, it bad 1,480 
miles in operation; this includes the Utah lines. 
Three years ago there were but 387 miles in 
operation. The road was in all respects well 
constructed. Few persons nad any idea of the 
cost of constructing a railroad in the mountains. 
During 1882 the live was built for a distance of 
nearly twenty-five miles througb the the Black 
Cafiun of the Gunnison, being biasted for 
miles of this distance through walls of solid 
granit at a cost of $165,000 per mile. The canon 
of the Animos, through which the road bas also 
been extended during the last year, shows sev- 
eral miles of similarly 

HARD AND EXPENSIVE WORK. 


It was aiso a matter of record that the ten 
miles of road through the Grand Caiion of the 
Arkansas River cost the company $1,400,000, an 
average of $140,000 a mile. There is also a singie 
mile in another cafiou, of solid rock work, 
which cost 000. 

That tne road bas withstood the attacks made 
upon it during the last year is evidence that it 
is based upon something tangible. He hac no 
doubt that the future of the system 
would show excellent returns in the immediate 
future and demonstrate the wisdom of the pres- 
ent management to the entire satisfaction of 
the holders of its securities. 

A great deal bas bsen said to-the effect that 
the road bad been cheaply constructed. No one 
conversant with the condition of the road, Mr. 
Nims said, would make such a statement, how- 
ever. 


The Reading to Have Direct Connec- 
tion with the West. 
- PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 2%.—A charter was issued 
today to the Harrisbure & Western Railroad 
Company, which intends to construct a line from 
Harrisburg to a connection with the Pittsburg, 
McKeesport & Youghiigheny Ratiroad opposit 
Sewickly Creek, Allegheny County. The 
capital of the company is placed at 818.000. 
000, divided into 465,000 shares, neariy all 
of which are held by Richard K. Sheiden, of 
hiladeiphia, the President of the company. The 
irectors are William T. Sanger, Harrisburg; 
G. M. Watson, George O. Morgan, and George P. 
Grover, Aliegheny City; P. L. MeNamara, Pitts- 
burg: and Frederick J. Grotevent, Harrisburg. 
The road will be 300 miles long, and will pass 
through or into the Counties of Dauphin, Cum- 
beriand, Franklin, Huntingdon, Fulton, Bed- 
ford, Somerset, Westmoreland, Fayette, Alle- 
gbeny, and Washington. Several ollicers of tne 
company, among them Sheiden and Grotevent, 
are officers of the Southern Pennsylvania Kai- 
road Company. This is one of Vanderbiit's l- 
gantic railroad schemes, and will give the Kead- 
ing Road a direct connection via Harrisburg and 
Pittsburg With the West.

WOULD-BE JUSTICES... _ 


Sceres of Constabies, Shysters in Traru- 
ing, with Mere and There a Heputa- 
bie Man—The Situation Reviewed. 
ln a few weeks the Judges ot the Cook 

County courts will be called on to submit to 

the Governor of Illinois the names of nine- 

teen persons to fill the offices of Justices of 
the Peace of the City of Chicago. There are 
about 1,000 gentlemen in this city very well 
aware of the fact, and the Judges of the 
county courts receive not less than one 
hundred reminders each day thereof. Aline 
of patriots anxivus to serve their country in 
the capacity of Justices of the Peace stand 
each morning and each noon at the entrance 
of their private offices. Each patrol is accom- 
panied by one or more persons of in- 
flooence,” and carries with him a bushel- 
basket full of letters, which he fondly hopes 
the Judge to whom he makes application for 
for recommendation to the Governor will 
peruse and then hand to his brother Judges 
for their perusal. There is scarcely a limb 
of the law, however humble his name or 
shadowy his practice, that is not importuned 
by these patriots, most of whom know as lit- 

tle of law as the traditional cow does of a 

holiday. 
Besides the lawyers, and the Judges, and 

the men of “inilooence,” several of the 
prominent ward strikers seem disposed to 
take a hand in the matter. The Seventeenth 
and Eighteenth Ward statesmen have beeu

in the matter, and, as might be expecte 
largest hand is that of Mr. Peter Haus- 
brough, who bears ‘about the same relation 
to the Democratic party that “Jim” Burke 
does to the Republicaf party—that is to say, 
he is the man who roars like a bull of Ba- 
shan, or the braying animal mentioned in the 
Good Book, at conventions, and offers all the 
resolutions. Pete is a candidate himself, and 
is backed up by Jim McHale, Johnny Craw- 
ford, Mike Coreoran, and Sain Chase. Pete 
pretends to have entered into a combination 
with Justice Kaufmaun’s clerk, Carstens, and 
a party named Williams, whose description 
by those who know him is by no means flat- 
tering. But in opposition to Mr. Hansbrough 
and his friends appears a Seventeenth 
Ward patriot—to wit: Mr. Patrick Keegan— 
who stands in. with most of the 
present North Side Justices, all of wnom are 
Seeking a nomination. Keegan js a Constable, 
and his constableship seems to be the only 
qualification he possesses for the office. An- 
other Seventeenth Ward patriot named 
Baynes, also a Constable, thinks he would 
make an excellent Justice of the Peace. 

In the West Side the candidates are even 
more numerous than in the North Side. 
All present Justices, with the exception, 
perhaps, of Eberhardt, are candidates. 
EVEN DEMARS EXPECTS TO BE REAPPOINTED, 
but there is excellent reason. for believing 
that the Judges will not recommend him; 
that if they do, the Governor will not re- 
appoint him; and further still, if the Goy- 
ernor appoints him that the State Senate will 
not confirm the appointment. 

The most prominent of the candidates not 
now on the bench,“ as Mr. O'Malley might 
say, are: Redmond ‘Sheridan, clerk of the 
Twelfth Street Police Court, who bases his 
claims on his War record, and his hopes on 
the fact that his son is a member 
ot the Legisiature; Maj. Charles E. Moore, 
who has also a good War record, 
and who is very energetically pushed 
by some prominent Republicans; ex-Ald. 

ohn Comiskey, Who is being pushed by. the 

lon. Thomas Hoyne, Congressman-elect 
Finerty, and several prominent Democratic 
lawyers. Judge Rogers is understood to 
favor the appointment of Mr. Comiskey, who 
will, however, pe strenuously opposed by the 
Democratic machine, wheh he bitterly op- 
posed at the last election. A clerk connected 
with Justice Woodman’s office is said to be 
ambitious to fill Justice Eberhardt's seat on 
the bench,” and is beine coached for the 
place by Senator “Hank” Ruger. There 
are five or six West Side Constables who are 
anxious for judicial honors, and Mr. Matthew 
Fleming, an ex-Constable and a man of 
considerable property interests in ‘he 
Seventh Ward, is also a candidate. P. J. 
O' Shea, a young lawyer, is a candidate, but his 
chances of being struck by judicial lightning 
are very slight. The reappointment of Jus- 
tices Ingersoll and Walsh will be

that of the former because he is supposed to 
“stand in” too much with the Aldermen 
and their tough friends: that of the latter 
because he pays little attention to Aldermanic

be recommended by the Judges, Ingersoll 
may not. John B. Le Moyneis a candidate 
fror Demars’ place. Three patriots named 
King are also candidates. 

In the South Side, Wallace has expressed a 
desire to retire on the judicial laurels he has 
won atthe South Side Police Courts. Jus- 
tice Summerfield retired some timeago. All 
the other Justices are — for re- 
election, and with the exception of Justice 
Prindiville, who has suffered from the 
change-of-venue business, will have little 
difficulty in retaining their places. ‘The other 
candidates are Mr. Ballard. a First-Ward 
lawyer; ex- Justice Peter Foote: and an ex- 
Constable named Crane, trom the Fifth 
Ward, who urges his residence in that Demo- 
cratic stronghold as a claim to the office. 

The Judges are understood, to favor the 
appointment of lawyers instead of some of 
the present Justices, and are strongly op- 
posed to the appointment or Constables.

HIGH LICENSE. 


The Commercial Club Discusses This 
Popular Way of Giving the City Need- 
ed Revenue. 

The Commercial Club held its regular 
monthly banquet at the Pacific last evening, 
and also elected its officers for the ensuing 
year. The club discussed the question, 
* What is the most desirable way of increas- 
ing the revenues of the city, and to what ex- 
tent should they be increased ?” 

The only invited guests present were 
Thomas Hoyne, Emery A. Storrs, Volney C. 
Turner, Ald. Wickersham, and Ald. Weth- 
erell. The. attendance of members was 
lighter than usual. Among those present 
were J. W. Doane, Murty Nelson, Marshall 
Field, Nathan Corwith, Uri Balcom, Anson 
Stager, John M. Clark, John B. Drake, John 
Crerar, J. Russell Jones, Henry W. King, A. 
A. Carpenter, J. H. Walker, O. W. Potter, 
Elbridge G. Keith, Edson Keith, Erskine M. 
Phelps, O. S. A. Sprague, William I. Phil- 
lips, A. F. Seeberger, John J. Jaynes, B. P. 
Moulton, George C. Clarke. 

Previous to the dinner the club held its 
annual meeting and elected the following 
officers: President, A. A. Carpenter; Vice- 
President, Marvin Hughitt; Treasurer, A. 
F. Seeberger; Secretary, George C. Clarke; 
Executive Committee, John Crerar, R. T. 
Crane, and E. M. Phelps. 

The question for discussion was then taken 


up. 

Mr. O. S. A. Sprague favored a high license 
and the issuance of bonds for public im- 
provements, a system that had been dis- 
cussed time and time again. 

Mr. Thomas Hoyne suggested, as a means 
of revenue, to tax the street-railroads and 
the gas companies, which made their 
money out of the franchises obtained 
from the city. A revenue might also be ob- 
tained from the buildings now occupying the 
Lake-Front. He was notin favor of a high 
license for saloons. They paid their propor- 
tion of the taxes. 

Emery A. Storrs said that public opinion 
demanded higher license fees from the 
saloons, so that the 4.000 dramshops should 
be reduced to 2,000. The money which would 
be saved in the matter of caring for criminals 
alone would pay for the increase needed in 
the police foree. The city would get $800,000 
advance in her revenues per year if saloon 
licenses were fixed at $500, enough for all 
additional pufposes required. Hig 
would diminish the number of saloons and 
reduce pauperism and crime. When the 
citizens asserted themselves, bummerism 
generally went under, and law and order 
triumphed. One-half of the saloons were 
run by the harborers of thieves and pimps, 
and by class of beings themselves in 
many instances. Kiots were organized in 
the saloons and rioters were the patrons of 
the saloous. Saloonkeepers should not de 
treated like the business firms of Marshall 
Field, Murry Nelson, or Henry W. King. 
Five hundred dollars was not too high to 
pay for the privilege of organizing, violating 
aw, and creating paupers. :

Talmage on the Evolutionists—He Says 
They Are Practicaily Infidels. 
New York, Jan. 21.—The subject of the 
Rev. T. De Witt Talmage’s sermon this 
morning at the Brooklyn Tabernacle was 
„Evolution and Infidelity.”” The text was J. 
Romans, I., 22-25: “ Prefessing themselves to 
be wise, they become fools and change the 
glory of the incorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man and to birds 
and four-footed beasts and creeping things.“ 
Sons of a gorilla or sons of God is the ques- 
don of our time. Last Sabbath | showed you 
that evolution was contradicted by the Bible. 
by science, by observation, and by common 
gense. I showed you that the Bible account 
of the starting of man and bird and all worlds 
Follided with evolutionists’ accounts as 
positively as two express rail trains going in 


consanguinity. The highest, the mighti- 
est, the swiftest, the brightest of them 
are 10,000 fathoms beneath the nature 
with which we are conscious of being en- 
dowed. Itis not that we are stronger than 
they, tor the lion, with one stroke of his paw, 
would send us into the dust. It is not that 
we have better eyesight, for the eagle can 
desery a mole a mile away, It is not that we 
have more velocity, for the roebuck ‘flashes 
out of our sight, only here and there seeming 
to touch the earth. The most of them sur- 
pass us in fleetness of foot, or keenness of 
nostril, or strength of limb, but, notwith- 
standing all, some one has put within us an 
impression of our celestial pedigree.

I kpow ii; I 
feel it It thrills me through and 
through with such unutterable ec- 
stasy that ail the arguments drawn 
from zodlogy and morphology, and 
anthropology and paleouthology, shall never 
shake my belief. Evolution makes every- 
thing a mystery, and the more they write, and 
the more they talk, and the more they ex- 

lain, the more the mystery. One mystery 

reeds — mysteries, and che fifty hatch ont 
a thousand. Now, suppose we admit God, 
and by the admission of this one great mys- 
tery settle all the other mysteries.-1 can 
easier believe that God made man by an act 
of His power than realize that Ile was 5,000,- 
000 years being evolved. There would have 
been as much miraculous power in turning 
an ape into aman as to make a man out and 
out. The one job was as big as the other. 
Suppose we let God have a little place in His 
world. Suppese, if we cannot have Him 
make all creatures, we let Wim make one or 
two. Suppose we build Uima little place in 
our world, where lie can stay without inter- 
fering with evolutionists. ‘“ No.“ says Dar- 
win, and he spends years in raising tan, tall 
pigeons to see if he cannot get a 
pigeon to cress over to semething 
that is not a pigeon, a quail, or a barn 
fowl, or a brown thresher. No, nothing but a 
pigeon.

Benan’s Views on Death Immortality. 

[New York Sun.j—In the course of his 
autobiographical sketch and aualysis of his 
own character, published inthe Tievue des 
Deux Mondes, M. Renan thus gives his 
views regarding death and the future life: 

I have so thoroughly enjoyed this life that I 
really have no right to claim a compensation on 
the other side of the grave. It is irom another 
standpoint that 1 quarrel with death. It is a 
leveler to a degree that irritates me. It is a 
democrat, and iaysa mine of dynamite under 
our feet. It oughtto wait at least w let us 
ehoose our own time and consult, our conven- 
lence. lamin the habit several times a year 
of receiving an auonymous letter containing 
these words, alwaysin the same handwriting: 
“Yet if there were a hen!“ Surely the pious 
persou who writes me this is anxious tor my 
soul's health, and lam obliged to bim. But ben 
is a supposition very inconsistent with what we 
know of divine goodness... Moreover, if there 
be one, I can conscieutiousiy afürm that I have 
not deserved it. Asmali amount of purgatory 
would perhaps be fair. and I would run the 
chance of that, as paradise would come next, 
and pious souls hope, would obtain indul- 
geneces to shorten my stay in purgatory. The in- 
unit goodness that have experienced in this 
worid inspires me with a conviction that at least 
equal goodness pervades eteruity, and in that i 
put my trust. 

Not many years ago, at the time when M. 
Renan published his Life of Jesus,“ for in- 
stance, such sentiments as those above would 
have inexpressibly shocked all religious peo- 
ple. They would have been looked upon as 
trifling witha solemn subject, and no ap- 
proval would have been granted to them.

The currency movement 
to the country was not heavy, but a good local 
demand for money was reported, chlefly for mod- 
erate sums. at 7@8 per cent interest.

Local parties say the stiffness of Denver indi- 
cates that the pool is still holding it. A promi- 
nent operator, Cammach, was buying the offer- 
ings of a La Salle street house vesterday. 

There are rumors to the effect that Erie, 
Reading, Jersey Central, and South Pennsy!l- 
vania are to be placed under one management, 
composed of representatives of each, and of the 
Baltimore & Ohio. This will give the combina- 
tion a through road from New York to Pitts- 
burg, and secure to the Baltimore & Ohio a 
permanent entrance to New York City. 

New York operators report that money to 
loan is more plentiful than wanted. Capitalists 
prefer lending to speculating. 

Exports from the seaboard are large, and the 
baiance of trade in our favor, while railroad 
earnings are good except where affected by the 
snow blockage.

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The leading preduce markets were more at- 


ive on Saturday and unusually weak. Corn fell 
back for want ef support by the longs, and 
other stuff weakened in sympathy, the feeling 
being especially heavy during the last halt - hour 
of the seasion. 

Provisions were weak, with a little more do- 
ing. Pork declined 180. lard 7%c, and ribs 50. all 
closing at about the inside figures for the day. 
There is little change in the tone of foreign ad- 
vices, but the local heg market was easy, with 
larger receipte than some bad expected, while 
there were prophecies that the run of hogs for the 
coming week will be very large, and the stocks 
of product were estimated to have grown to 
ample dimensiogs since the last account was 
taken. Besides all this it is said that the chief 
support of provisions for several days past bas 
been the corn crowd, and ascorn was weakening 
badly the vim went out of hog products, oozing 
out like the courage of Bob Acres. A good deal 
more would have been sold had there been buy- 
ers. There was especial beaviness in spot stuff, 
it betne heavily discounted from the February 
price, though only three more business days ro- 
main iu this month. The packing of this city 
since the close of October is estimated as 2.00. 
000 hogs, against 2,080,000 for same time in 1882, 
and 2,403,000 for do in 1881. 

Flour was dull and strong. There were sever- 
al export orders on the floor at the prices of a 
week previously, but the offertugs were general- 
ly held bigher by order of the miliers. Henee little 
was done. The local trade was light. Brau and 
middiings were firm, with a fair demand. 

Wheat was nervous and easier, declining %@ 
Mc. and averaging at the close about e below 
the latest prices of Friday. The British teie- 
grams noted a steady tone, and our receipts 
were small, but the demand here was very light, 
and the weakness in corn tended to depress. The 
feeling was apparentiy weak, except on the 
part of holders, who offered littie for 
salé, which fact prevented a sharp decline. Ex- 
porters intimated that the market is about 4c 
against them, but there were advices to the 
effect that the outlook in Western Europe for 
the next wheat crop is very much worse than 
has been painted in print, and this would prob- 
ably bave made the market strong but for the 
weakness in corn. Car-iots were very slow. 

Corn was active and very weak. This month 
declined & early, reacted e, and then broke 
near 1 o'clock to e., but advanged sbarply to 
Ge at the extreme ciose, being then about the 
same as the latest of Friday. February declined 
ue, and closed Ide lower than the 
preceding afternoon. March feli off 
Ie and May Xo, both closing but a shade above 
the lowest point of the day. Ine intiuences 
were mostly local. Our receipts were large, and 
about three-eighths of the whole was contract 
corn, the unusually large percentage stagger- 
ing some who thought there would be po mate- 
rial improvement for more than a mouth yet. 
Then it was rumored that the clique had un- 
loaded their February holdings earlier ia the 
week, and that they were disheartened by 
the report of a rod in pickle for 
any one who should be found guilty of uncom- 
mercial conduct in cornering a market, Under 
these rumors the small hoiders sold for the best 
they could get, and it needed but a touch of the 
whip to cause the late rebound after the sell- 
ers had parted with their holdings. Tue market 
for car-lots was very fickle, No.2 selling about 
the same as January, while the low grades met 
with a fair demand at „le decline. 

Oats were in light demand both for spot and 
future delivery, the weakness in corn being re- 
flected in a measureinthis market, prices de- 
clining 4@%c, the close being marked by weak- 
ness iu all dut the May delivery. Spot No. 2 
sold at 31@3T\e, closing at no better than 36X%c 
bid. June delivery sold early at We., closing 
at 3c bid. Samples were slow and relatively 
lower. 

Kye was quiet and steady for spot at ite, 
February seiling at the same figure. The later 
deliveries were dowu &. March selling at Wu 
64440 and May at 69)%@70Ke, both closing at the 
inside figure. Samples quiet and steady. 

Barley was easier ali around, though nothing 
was done in store or for future delivery. No. 2 
spot was quotabie at 8, and No. 3 at 39540. 
In futures there were selters at 544%c for No. 3 
spot, February, or March. 

Orders for dry goods were mostiy for small 
amounts for the reassortmeat of stocks, and the 
distribution did not reach a very large aggre- 
gate. Quietude also prevailed in the boot and 
shoe, clothing, and millinery goods markets. 
Groceries were moving in a fairly liberal way 
for the season and prices averaged firm. The 
dried fruit, canned goods, and fish markets aver- 
aged steady. Butter was again quoted dull and 
weak and cheese quiet and steady. Coal was 
firm. Pig-iron remaias unsettied. 

There was a fair Saturday trade in green 
fruits, eggs, poultry and game, and potatoes, 
which sold mostly at Friday's prices. Building 
materials are moving well for the season, prices 
remaining unchanged, Hides, grease, and tai- 
low slow and steady, with stocks moderate. 
Wool quiet and steacy. Timothy-seed was 
easier, spot being quotable at $1.80, March sell- 
ing at $1.75@1.76. Clover-seed quiet and un- 
changed, prime to choice being salabie at 
$7.50@8.00. Flaxseed was steady at $1.82. 
Dressed hogs steady at $7.25 for heavy 
Hogs were active and 5c higher, at $5.90@6.40 
for tight and at $6.00@06.80 for heavy. Cattle 
were dull and weak at $2.75@6.15. The receipts 
for the week were 37,300 cattle, 116,700 hogs, and 
16.000 sheep, against 26,688 cattie, 145,698 hogs, 
and 10,178 sheep for the corresponding week last 
year. 

It seems that Saturday's weakness in corn 
was due to the selling out of about 1,000,000 bu, 
held on account of a gambiing-house crowd, 
and the clique was quite willing to let it slide 
under their feet. 

When one packer hires another to do his seil- 
ing of provisions it raises the question whether 
the operation is more of a straddle than a blind. 
or vice versa. 

They say the Committe on Appeals from Grain 
Inspection was overwhelmed With appeals on 
Friday.

: The European supply of rye is said to be so 
large as to make the demand for our rye a very 
light one. On the other hand, the wheat crop of 
the British Isles promises more miserably than 
anything that has hitherto been reported con- 
cerning it. 

A good many membgrs of the Board of Trade 
have taken @ second thought. They profess 
themseives willing to take back the railroad 
men—on condition that the latter will take out 
membership tickets. 

The pew Sucket-sbop rule, as amended, was 
posted on ‘Change Saturday. The amendment 
provides for the punishment of any member of 
the board who, on receiving orders from his or 
their customers and correspondents to buy or 
sell any commodity dealt in on the Board of 
Trade, shali execute those orders in any other 
manner except during the regularly - prescribed 
trading hours and in the open market eitber on 
the tioor of the Board of Trade or Cali Board.“ 

The adoption of the rule as thus amended 
would probably prevent some members from 
turning their offices into bucket-shops by “ tak- 
ing the trade themselves —a most reprehensi- 
ble proceeding, which cannot be too strongly 
condemned.

THE TARIFF. 
THE FINANCE COMMITTEE’S BILL. 

Wasninotos, D. C., Jan. 28.—[(Speeial.}—The 
Kepubiican Senators have agreed to endeavor 
to pass the Finance Committee's Tariff bill this 
week, ana in the attempt to accomplish this 
they will hold contmuous sessions trom 11 
o'clock in the morning until 10 O clock each 
night. It scarcely seems probable that they can 
pass the bill, as metal schedule is not yet 
completed, ana in fact only thirty-six pages of 
the 136 pages of the bill have been even passed 
over in Committee of the Whole. There 
remain the schedules on sugar, cot- 
ton, woolens, silks, liquor, and tobacco 
to be fought over in committee, while 
all the subjects covered by the bill will be gone 
over again in the Senate proper. As earnest a 
contest as has been made in the Committee of 
the Whoie will again be made in the Senate upon 
the lumber and iron schedules. It may be ex- 
pected that the contest will be more animated in 
the Senate, as that will be the last opportunity 
the representatives of the different interests 
will have to save themselves, except perhaps 
in a committee of conference. 

THE SENATE BILL. 

If the Republicans are successful in carrying 
out their purpose in passmg the bill this week, 
the problem will then arise, What will become 
of the Senate bill in the House? The latter body 
can hardly fail to take some action upon it, as 
it is an amendment to the House bill. It is ex- 
pected that the House will disagree to the tariff 
amendments and concur in some of the amend- 
ments to the internal-revenue features. In that 
ease there will be a conference, H the House 
will vote one. This can be done by a majority. 
It is possible, however, that the House will not 
do anything with the Senate bill, but 
allow it to he upon the Speaker's 
table until some disposition ebali 
have been made of the Ways and Means biil. 
In this case the Ways and Means bill will hardly 
reach the Senate until pear the end of the ses- 
sion. Then, unless there is a reasonable under- 
standing on both sides of the Serate, the House 
bill will have to be gone over item by item, and 
in that case it will be impossible to pass it for 
want of time. The fate of any bill, therefore, 
depends cieariy upon the Democrats. whether 
the bill shall be presented for fnal 
action with or without a conference. 


It the Democrats place any obstacies in 
the way it is not within the power of the Re- 
publicaus in either House to pass a bill. The 
pian of the Democrats in the Senate evidently 
is to make such reductions that the more pro- 
nounced protectionists will not be abie to vote 
ior the bill, but as the measure could be de- 
feated in conference quite as easily it is very 
possibie that Conger, Sherman, and Kellogg will 
prefer to try to defeat it there rather than to 
directly vote against a bill which proposes a 
reduction of taxation. The plan of pass- 
ing a resolution scaling down the tariff 10 
per cent as a last resort does not as yet meet 
with general favor. It is objected that it would 
not be possible to adapt it to the sugar sched- 
ule, or to the use of the polariscope. 
TALKS WITH REPUBLICANS. 

Talks witha number of leading Republican 
Senators today show that they don't think the 
country fully understands their position. This 
is especially true of those Senators wbo sincere- 
ly desire a reduction of taxation, but who are 
embarrassed at the position in which they find 
themselves. A number of Western Senators, 
for instance, feel very much annoyed at the 
position in which they bave been placed by 
their votes against free lumber. They justify 
theinselves by the fact that they were voting to 
maintain the integrity of a bill which, asa whole. 
made substantial reductions, and the fate of 
which would be imperiled by any material 
chan if, however, the lumber protectionists 
shall successful in making the bargain which 
they are trying to make with Jonas of Louisiana 
as to sugar, and Mabone as to pig-iron. there 
will be more votes cast for free iumber when 
the bill comes into the Senate tban there were iu 
the Committee of the Whole, and it is very 
doubtful, even with the threat that Conger will 
not vote for the bill unless lumber shall be re- 
instated, the action of the Committee of the 
Whole will be reconsidered.

these grades have been increased 5 per cent ad 
valorem. With that exception, the Finance 
Committee’s bill was a reduction from that 
o& the Tariff Commission. The reduchon 
Wien the committee made in pig-iron to $6 also 
made it possible to reduce all other forms of 
iron largely below the bill of the Tariff Commis- 
sion. In doing that the Kepublicans who voted 
ba ve incurred the bostility of ali those iron peo- 
ple. The committee reported cotton ties, it is 
true, as suggested by the commission, but it 
was dove by so slender a majority in committee 
that in the Senate the committee itself was di- 
vided as to the reduction, and made no opposi- 
tion to further reduction.

OCEAN CABLES, 
THE FRENCH COMPANY HAS VIOLATED ITs 
CHARTER 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. Jap. 28.—([Special.)}—Seo- 
retary Frelinghuysen has submitted to Congress 
copies of contracts made between the French 
Cable Company and the other companies which 
bave formed a combination for the purpose of 
pooling and dividing earnings from cable tele- 
graph service. The French company entered 
the pool in direct violation of the conditions im- 
posed by the Governmeut when the charter was 
granted, and which were accepted by the com- 
pany, which were substantially that the com- 
pany should not consolidate or amaigamate 
with any other line for the purpose of rerulat- 
ing rates of tariff. The contracts submitted by 
Secretary Frelinghuysen were obtained by Con- 
sul-General Walker at Paris. and show that all 
the companies baving cables across the Atiantic 
have formed a combination which covers every 
contingency, fixes the minimum rate at two 
shillings per word, and remains in force until 
the year 1920.

BRIDGE-BUTLDING. 

BILL RELATIVE TO THEIR CONSTRUCTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.—The Senate to- 
day passed, with one or two minor amendments, 
the bill which went through the House last ses- 
sion relative to the construction of bridges 
across the Obio River. It is provided that every 
bridge hercafter erected across the Ohio River 
shail bave its axis at right angles to the current 
at all stages, and all spans sball be through 
spans. Each bridgo to have at least one channel 
span placed over the part of the river usually 
ruu by descend coal tleets, the span to give a 
clear waterway tween the piers of 500 feet, 
and to be at least forty feet above local highest 
water mark, and ninety feet above low water, 
in bridges built above the mouth of the Big 
— Kiver, and at least 100 feet below the 
mouth. 

Bridges over the Ohio River, below tne Cincin- 
nati aud Covington suspension bridge, shail 
have, in addition to the channel span, a pivot 
draw, giving two clear openings of 160 feet each, 
measured at right angies to the current at high 
stages. In lieu of the bigh draw prescribed 
above, bridges over the Onio River, below the 
Covington and Cincinnati suspension bridge, 
— be built as continuous bridges, with a clear 
hight of tifty-three feet above the local bighest 
water measured to the lowest part of the oban- 
vel span. 

Any person, company, or corporation autbor- 
ized to construct a bridge across the Obio River 
shall give notice by publication for one week in 
newspapers baving a wide circulation, itn not 
less than two newspapers, in the Cities of Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati, ana Louisville for bridges 
above the moutb of the Big Sandy, and in the 
Cities of Pittsburga, Cincinnati, Louisviile, St. 
Louls, Memphis, and New Orleans for bridges 
below the mouth of the Big Sandy; and shall 
forward to the Secretary of War for his exam- 
ination a desi¢n and drawings of the bridge and 
piers and a map of location, giving the topog- 
rapby of the banks of the river and the shore 
lines at bigh and low water. 


DAKOTA TERRITORY. 


STATISTICS SHOWING 118 SURPRISING 
GROWTH. 

WasuixoTon, D. C., Jan. 26.—Deligate Petti- 
grew bas obtained from the Genera! Land-Office 
some interesting statistics showing the wonder- 
ful growth of Dakota, which be intends to make 
use of when the bill for the division of that Ter- 
ritory is taken up. _ltappears trum this state- 
ment tnat the whole number of original bome- 
steads taken ia Dakota from Jan. 1, 1463, the 
time of the organization of the Territory, to 
June 90, 1880, inclusive, was 29.812. The popula- 
tion at the date last mentioned was 135,000, indi- 
cating a proportion of four and one- half persons 
to each homestead entry. 

From July 1, 1880, to Dec. 31. 1882, the whole 
number of original bomestead entries in Dakota 
was 36,555, indicating at the rate of one bome- 
stead to four and one-balf persons, gn increase 
of population of 161,048, of whom 104.000 are 
— Southern Dakota and 57,048 in Northern Da- 

Ola. 


AT THE TIME OF THE CENSUS 
there were 100,000 in Southern Dakota and 35,000 
in Northern Dakota, so that on Jan. 1, 188, 
there were 25,000 people io the proposed State 
of Dakota, and 90,0445 in the proposed ‘Territory 
of North Dakota. The population of the whole 
Territory was therefore 204,048. 

Asa further evidence of the immense growth 
of the Territory it is shown that the receipts of 
the Post-Office Department from Dakota alone 
for the quarter erding Sept. 30, 1880, were $32,371, 
and for tne quarter ending Sept. 30, 188, they 
were $67,356—over twice as large as they were for 
the June quarter of 1580. 

There are now at least five States in the Union 
which yield a smaller revenue, 80 far as post- 
office receipts are concerned, than Dakota. 
These are Delaware, Florida, Nevada, Oregon, 
and West Virginia.

TIE TELEPHONE. 
LAWLESS INVASION OF MANY THOROUGEH- 
FARES. 

WasninaTon, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—The 
Telephone Company, taking warning from the 
signs of public anger over their lawless inva- 
sion of many streets and avenues witb a line of 
masts about sixty feet bigh have strung a wire 
along the entire line without waiting to put on 
cross arms. This protects their poles, since, 
while it would have been a trivia! offense to cut 
down a pole having no wires upon it. after wires 
are strung it becomes a misdemeanor, witb 
severe penalties, to cut a wire. But the et- 
frontery of the last operation bas so aroused 
the citizens that a strong effort will be made 
to induce the Sevate to pass the pending Dill 
probibiting the erection of poles in the future. 
Tbe fact is, that the present rapid building of new 
lines of poles is an attempt to bead off Congress 
in its action, and have substantial lines, which 
will last for years, establisbed before the act 
prohibiting the erection of poles. Au attempt 
will now be msde to amend the pending Dill so 
as to provide that after a certain date, which 
will afford a reasonable time for putting the 
lines underground, no poles will be allowed to 
stand in any street or avenue of the Capital. 


TREE-PLANTING. 

THE DAKOTA FORESTRY BILL. 
WaASHINGTO®, D. C., Jan. 26.—On the first call 
of States and Territories for the introduction of 
bills Mr. Pettigrew will introduce a bill to be 
known as the Dakota Forestry bill. It will 
provide tor the granting of 400 sections of unap- 
propriated lands ia Dakota to the coming State, 
to be immediately selected by the Secretary of 
the interior. appraised and sold at their ap- 
raised value on teu years’ anuua! payments, no 
heeds or patents to be given to the purchasers 
until they have pianted at least twelve acres of 
forest-trees on each quarter section. and kept 
them in good growing condition for ut leust 
eight years, the trees to be plunted at such 
place or places on the quarter section as sbail 
be designated at the time of the purchase 
by a Forestry Commission, for which the bill 
provides. e money derived from the sale 
of the lands is to form a fund, to be invested in 
Governwent bonds or other good securities, the 
interest on which is to be used for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a school of forestry 
and experimental stations. This institution 1s 
to be under tne supervision of a board of three 
Com missioners, two of whom are to be practical 
foresters, appointed by the Presideot and con- 
firmed by the Senate, and one appointed be the 
Governor of the Stace of Dakota and confirmed 
by the higbest branch of the State Legisiature, 
the Commissioners to hola their offices for ten 

years, or during good behavior. If the p 
of the land sold for this purpose exceed $300,000, 
the excess ig to be used in the construction of 
buildings and establishing of experimental for- 
estry stations. if itis found necessary to do 60.

It is 
binted, however, that he comes bere at the ex- 
pense of the Catholic Church, not so much to lay 
the protests of the Indians before Congress as 
to impress the Chippewas with the power of the 
faith and the interest it takes in ir welfare, 
and to encourage the Indian trait never to give 
up the idea of being wronged, no matter how 
erroneously they may be impressed with it. 


NOTES. 
A HITCH IN THE PROPOSED MEXICAN TREATY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—(Special.]—There 
is some delay in the matter of the proposed Mex- 
ican Treaty. The State Department has not yet 
sent it to Congresa, but it is ascertained that so 
many objections have been made to it on the 
part of certain influential Senators that inquiry 
has been made whether Mexico would recede 
from her demands. The inquiry having been 
made, it is ascertained that Mexico will not 
make any further concession, and that the 
treaty must stand or fall as itis. A number of 

‘business enterprises in which Americans are en- 
raged are said to be dependent on this treaty, 
and Gen. Grant has gune to New York to pro- 
mote the interests of the treaty.

POT-HUNTERS. 


A Lively Time with a Gang of Violators 
of the Law ito Maryland, Who Were 
Finally Captured and Fined. 
BALTIMORE, Jan. 28.—[Special.}—There is con- 

siderabie excitement in sporting circles of this 

city, New York, and Philadeiphia over the news 
of a raid made a couple of days ago on what are 

Known as the pot-bunters of the Suequebanna. 

These pot-bunters are wholesale slaugbterere of 

the canvas-back and other fine ducks on the 

Susquehanova, and they have done great damage 

tothe regular sport. They use large awivel 

guns and kill the game by thousands while they 
are roosting on the flats at night. The pot- 
hunters are a war-like set of fellows, live 
like pirates, and though the Maryland law 
is stringent against their mode of killing ducks, 
they flagrantly violate it. The band of poachers 
who were raided bad a rendezvous on Spesutia 

Island. about six miles below Havre de Grace. 

They bad guns mounted in the dows of their 

small skiffs. Each of these guns carries two 

pounds of No. 4shot. The navigator of one of 
these skiffs lies ov his belly in the boat and pro- 
pels it with two smali paddies. He basa string 
attached to the trigger. and when the gun is fired 
it recoils from the shock about twenty feet. The 
penalty against using this kind cf a contrivance 
for kilitug ducks in this State is une and impris- 
onment. The raid against the pot-hunters was 
instituted by the owners of valuable duck 
sports on the Susquehanna. They employ 

Putladelphia and Baltimore detectives to work 

up the case. One of the detectives from Pbila- 

deiphin went down to Havre de Gruce a few 
weeks ago and in disguise became a t friend 
of the pot-hunters. He went with them to 
their stronghold on Spesutia Island and 
lived with them a couple of weeks; 
but they were sharp and would 
not take him out after dark to see them operate 
their night guns. After the detective had got 
evidence enough, bowever, to cunvict several

The receipts 
for the week were 37,300 cattle, 116,700 hogs, and 
16.000 sheep, against 26,688 cattie, 145,688 hogs, 
and 10, 178 sheep for the corresponding week last 
year. 

It seems that Saturday's weakness in corn 
was due to the selling out of about 1,000,000 bu, 
held on account of a gambitng-house crowd, 
and the clique was quite willing to let it slide 
under their feet. 

When one packer hires another to do his sell- 
ing of provisions it raises the question whether 
the operation is more of a straddie than a blind. 
or vice versa. 

They say the Committe on Appeals from Grain 
Inspection was overwhelmed With appeals on 
Friday. Some three-quarters ot a hundred calls 
in one day should be enough to make any one 
quail. 

The European supply of rye is said to be so 
large as to make the demand for our rye a very 
light one. On the other hand, the wheat crop of 
the British Isles promises more miserably than 
anything that has hitherto been reported con- 
cerning it. 

A good many membgrs of the Board of Trade 
have taken @ second thought. They profess 
themseives willing to take back the railroad 
men—on condition that the latter will take out 
membership tickets. 

The new bucket-sbop rule, as amended, was 
posted on ‘Change Saturday. The amendment 
provides for the puniehment of any member of 
the board who, on receiving orders from his or 
their customers and correspondents to buy or 
sell any commodity dealt in on the Board of 
Trade, shali execute those orders in any other 
manner except during the reguiarly-prescribed 
trading hours and in the open market either on 
the tioor of the Board of Trade or Cali Board.“ 

The adoption ot the rule as thus amended 
would probably prevent some members from 
turning their offices into bucket-shops by “ tak- 
ing the trade themselves —a most reprehensi- 
ble procéeding, which cannot be too strongly 
condemned.
